It IB an old, outworn heathen 
religion, just dviny and aliont to be 
decently buried, 'which mils death strug- 
gle is trying to relaliate upon the Chris- 
tian missionaries who are supplanting it 
in its own borne with the ChrJptian re- 
liirion and a Christian civilization. It is 
aa old moss-back religion, as antiquated 
and degraded aa the civilization of the 
Celestial 1'Jmnire, from whence come our 
heathen Chinese. 


It chiimn to have a patent way 01 re 


nipiiiberin;; what happened before yon 
wurt- bom, and v.irious oilier mysteries. 
It claim!? some converts in this country. 
Yet it is hard for me to believe that this 
land, con soi -rated with the Christian's 
patriotic blood and founded on Christian 
itrinuipleg, van contain even one who is 
:rawlli:hing backwards towards this old, 
outworn, effete religion of the Orient.

as to have little left worth the naming.

u ing every mental mystery that has not 
vet been fully cleart-d up by science. 
Mesmerism, mind-reading and animal 
magnetism have been and are its rnnin 
Drops, mid will explain and disclose all, 
itrobably, that the Spiritualists can per- 
form ; and yet these agencies, in so far as 
:hey are not themselves humbugs, have 
jeeu and are used by those who make no 
i>reteiiEion to Spiritualism. 


As a domain of science not yet fath- 


omed, I am willing to leave the study of 
hose mental states, over which hang 
some mystery concerning how far one 
nind can act upon another, to the Echol- 
jrly mental scientists, who, to-day from 
our different colleges are engaged" in its 
investigation.

Dr. Urhina, 
knowing that he was the cause of their 
action and wishing to save the lives 
of the other people, determined to eacri- 
lice him?e!f, and, after receiving the 
benediction of the priest, went out to 
theguerrilaa and was murdered. Not 
satisfied with this, thev continued their 
career of blood for hours, and over 100 
lives were aacritied.

"Vou may ask that qnes-tion," said 


the Court to Deputy District Attorney 
Bernard, "but the Court won't pay any 
attention to it." 


THE KK.^roNsimijrv LAID. 


"We have proved this case," said Mr. 


Bernard, "and I don't care what your 
derision may be. The facts aro here, 
and the j>eople of Fresno know the facts, 
aud you must be prepared to take the 
responsibility." 


Tho following is a verbatim report of 


the Court's remarks in rendering tho de- 
cision in the vagrancy case: 
''1 have listuiied ty all the facts in this 


case, and have examined it carefully,{and 
I consider ir one of tbe most important 
cases 1 have ever tried, and one which 1 
have said before 1 would gladly shirk if I 
could, and i think 1 havcone of the most 
disagreeable duties to perform that I ever 
did in my life, which is to tiud this 
woman guilty, aa charged in the com- 
plaint. It is something I hate to do, be- 
cmtae I believe it ii persecution, I be- 
lieve the woman has been persecuted 
ever since last July bv the Kepublicau 
paper, and 1 will say that the very least 
imprisonment that can be put. upon her 
shall be- the amount, and I find bet 
guilty on this charge."

Senator Stanford introduced ou Mon- 


day a serk-e of resolutions which lie 
asked to have referred to (lie. Finance 
Commiitec. 
Tho Senator from Cali- 


fornia haa not IK-CU very active in the 
introduction of bills and resolutions up 
to date, but lie gels in uith a little bun- 
dle now that will attract wide-spread at- 
tention. UU resolutions ask that the 
Finance Committee of the Senate in- 
«mire into the cause of the distress com- 
plained of among agriculturists; to de- 
cide if, under thu Court i tut ion, the Gov- 
ernment «m legally issue credits or legal 
tender notes ti) owners of real property 
and take tirst mortgage on such projierty 
a« security, ami if the Constitution ]»er- 
mit:> such actiun wht-ttier or not it would 
bo advisable for the Government to 
nmkebuch loans. The Senator's rfc^u^ 
lutions fix the rate of interest at 1 or !,•• 
per cent j»c-r nnnnni, and also restricts 
loans tu one-half the actual cash value 
of the hind pledged iu security. Upon 
the surface of the proposition it is to be 
ospei-ted that every farmer in the coun- 
try who is now in debt, or who feels that 
lie ought to be in debt, will stand in 
with the Senator and his resolutions. 


Thero is something more to he con- 


sidered than the suiierficial appearance 
of the St-nator'a resolutions, however. 
Admitting, for the s.ike of argument, 
that the (idvernmeut has a right to loan 
money fo individuals owning real estate, 
wmild not merchants, 
bankers 
aucl 


speculators owning valuable city real 
estate be as imieh entitled to borrow 
tiovernmciit money aa the farmer? If 
the Government only had a limited 
amount uf money to loan who would 
mif.st likely get it, Ihe wealthy individual 
w i t h u strong political pull or the poor 
rancher who knows nothing of political 
Bclii-mes? 


Again, ii land is to be made Ihe basis 


of Government loans, what is to prevent 
tlie Central and other Pacific railroads 
from pledging their unimproved millions 
of acres to the Government, 
thereby 


canceling their indebleduess to the Gov- 
ernment or getting in tbatmuch deeper? 
.Mr. Stanford is anxious to avoid the im- 
mediate settlement of a little obligation 
of about $,0,0011,000 now due the Gov- 
ernment, and his scheme in the alleged 
interest of the farmers partakes more 
and more of the appearance of a per- 
sonal benefit to Stanford and his busi- 
ness associates the closer it is invest^! 
Rated. If the Senator will modify liiP 
resolutions so as to provide for the pay- 
ment of say $2,000,000 annually by the 
Central Pacific, and $:j,OOi)I000 by the 
Union raeiuc, on their debts to the Gov- 
ernment, which snra the Government 
shall be authorized to luaii to actual 
farmers in every stale in the Union—an 
equal number of loans to be made in 
each state—we shall oiler no opposition 
to such provisions. Any measure that 
will afford relief to the agriculturists 
will be entitled to and will receive our 
puppnri., but a measure calculated to as- 
sist thieving railroad owners in further 
escaping their just obligations will not 
receive countenance or commendation at 
our hands. This we believe to be the 
ieal intent of-Senator Stanford's reso- 
lutions in behalf of owners of real es- 
tate. 
He wilt therefore have to look to 


those who wear collars for comfort. 


I'KOTEUTIOX NKEDKD. 


Tin is not yet produced lo any great 


extent in the United Stales. Tho thous- 
ands of tons of fin used in the various 
trades nearly all comes from abroad at 
present, but there isagood prospect that 
another year or two wiil change this 
condition of affairs. 
In the Black Hills, 


South Dakota, ex-tensive deposits of tin 
ore have been located and are being de- 
veloped. 
Mr. Undermeyer, the Presi- 


dent of tlie Haruey Peak Mining Com- 
pany, recently appeared beforotheAVays 
and Means CumniiUeo of the House for 
the purpose of asking that the tariff on 
tin plates and tin ores be raised to a 
figure that will enable the mines of the 
Black Hills to be developed and worked^. 
The request of Mr. Undermeyer was thafl 
an ad valorem duty of from 15 to 25 per 
cent be, added to the tariff schedule, to 
take effect. May 1, ISJtl, and to continue 
for a period of ten years. By the lot of 
May next year tho company which the 
gentleman represents will have in their 
employ between 7000 and JHJOO persons. 
At the end of the fen years they can 
compete, even at American wages, with 
any other tin producing country of the 
world nn account of the superior quality 
of Hlack Hills ous. The Harne.y Peak- 
Company IIUB already expended in pur- 
chase of property, erection of permanent 
improvements and in development $1,- 
;>00,00i). 
They have a3 much 
more 


money in their treasury for the comple- 
tion of the work undertaken, which in- 
cludes the building and equipment of 
about eighty miles of railroad. 
By the 


1st of next May the company expects to 
liave machinery capable of handling 
2000 cons of ore per day, and it is not 
asking loo muc.h of the people of the 
United States lhat this plant be pro- 
tected from the ruinous warfare lhat will 
surely be waged againet it during the 
first few years of ita existence by foreign 
iroflucers of tin.

Company has not. obtained a monopoly 
of the tin ore of Ihe Ulacfc Hills, but 
hey have enlisted puflicient capital to 
properly develop their property.

grading of freight rates on the quality of 
goods, will surely come to California. 


.Mr. McUovern spoke earnestly of the 


gross inequality of freights un raisins. 
Fur instance, sacked raisins, worth 3 
t'onts per pound, were rated at $l.-40 per 
hundred freight, and the finest class of 
boxed goods paid just the dame tariff. 
There should he a rate based, not upon 
avoirdupois, but upon values.

fact that, as there is not sufficient cheap 
Malagas to supply the Eastern market 
with that grade of goods all California 
product must compete with Yalencias, 
which is a great disadvantage to ua. If 
HID cheaper grades could have a lower 
rating, he thought there was no question 
that importation of raisins would be eub- 
stantially ended. 


-Mr. McGovern also spoke of the fact 


fhai all rates were to the Missouri river 
—that is, the eame rate was charged for 
transport at iou to any point east of tho 
river—and thought some modification of 
rates might be made in that respect. 
These matters, he said, were matters in 
,'onference now between shippers and 
;he railroad?, and probably terms would 
e made. 
Colonel MeGoyern called especial at- 


tention to the fact that there was a 
strong discrimination Kast with regard 
to goods. A well-known brand of stand- 
ird goods would sell for 50 cents more 
icr box than an unknown grade of goods 
—possibly of equal merit. What the 
>eople want is slaudard goods that they 
:ai rely on for quality. Brands once es- 
ablished hail preference and commanded 
better prices, 
lie thought that rnisin- 


jruwers, who packed 00,OJO boxes prop- 
erly, would find a demand for their 
tjootls, but that innumerable small packs 
if private brands were confusing.

chase and pack all they could for the 
season.
